1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be 
called the Jawaharlal Institute of Post Graduate Meffical 
Eebjea^pn and .Research, Pondicherry (Administrative Officer) 
Recruitment Rules, 1981. 

(2).Ilwy. ^h?U come into force on the date of their 
public^pn in the Official Gazette. 

2 . Nuipljcr, clMflfficfttion and scale of pay. — ^Thc number 
of post, its . classification and the scale of pay attached there- 
to sbhU be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of repijuitment, age limit, qualification, etc. — 
The. mcfhpd of recruitment age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
colmns (5) to (14) of the said Schedule ; 


4, Disqualification. — ^No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered mto or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appoinlmcnt to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied 
thal such is p^rjnis'jiblc Linder the personal law ap’ 

plicable to such person and the other parly to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to rdax,— Where the Ccntial Government is of 
opmion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation witi_ tho Union Public Service Conupission relax apy 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6 . Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of ago limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of poisons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Govt, from time to time in this 
regard.

G.S.R. 337 .—'I he following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
which the Central Govt, proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the Section 23 of the 
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Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954) after 
consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, 
is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of section 23, 
of the said Act for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft 
rules will bo taken into consideration on or after expiry of 
a period of 90 days from the date of publication of this notifi- 
cation in the official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said rules before the expiry of 
the aforesaid period, will be considered by the Central Govt, 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be sent to Shri G. 
Panchapakesan, Under Secretary. Ministry of Health & Family 
Welfare. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adul- 
teration (Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

2. They shall come in force on the date of their final publi- 
cations in the official Gazette. 

3. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration, Rules, 1955 
in Appendix ‘B’. 

for item A. 18.06, the following shall be substituted namely; 
'‘A.18.06 — Food grains meant for human consumption shall be 
whole or broken kernels of cereals, millets and Pulses. 

A.J 8.06.01— Wheat :— 

Description. — Wheat shall be dried mature grains of triticum 
vuJgare/durum. It shall be sweet, clean, and wholesome, 
It shall conform to the following specifications ; — 

1. Moisture. — Not more than 14.0 pet cent by wt. (obtained 
by heating the pulverised grains at 130-133“ C for 2 hours). 

2. Foreign Matter. — Not more than 4.0 percent by wt. 
provided that inorganic matter shall not exceed 1.0 percent 
Provided further that the limit for Dhatura and akra (vicia 
Species) shall not exceed 0.025 & 0. 2 par cent by wt. respectively, 

3. Other edible grains. — -Not more than 6.0 per cent by wf 

4. Damaged grains .—Not more than 6 0 per cent by wt. 
provided that Kamal bunt affected grain and ergot affected 
grain shall not exceed 0.5 and 0 05 per cent by wt. respectively. 

5. Weevilled grains.— Not more than 4.0 percent by wt. 

6. Uric acid.— Not more than 100 mg. per kg. 

7. Rodent hair and excreta. — -Not more than 5 pieces per 
kg.

G.S.R. 341. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in superses- 
sion of the Diicctorate of Plant Protection. Ouarantinc and 
Storage (Surveillance Officer) Recruitment Rules. 1973, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Surveillance Officer in 
the Diicctorate of Plant Protection, Quarantine and Storage, 
namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
De called the Diiectoralc of Plant Protection quarantine and 
Storage (Surveillance Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazctle. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said post, its classification and the scale of pav 
attached thereto shall be as specified in coiumn.s 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitmeot, age-limit and other qualifi- 
cations, etc. — ^The method of recruitment, age I'mit, quali- 
fications and other matters relating to the said post shall be 
ns specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the uoper age limit specified for direct le- 
cruits in column 6 of the said schedule may be relaxed in 


the case of the Scheduled Castes, Ihe Schedulde Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with orders 
Issued by the Cetrai Government Irom time to time. 

4. Disqualification.— No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, o, 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Goveinmcn' may, if sa'isfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such peison and the other party to the marriage 
and that there arc grounds for so doing, exempt any perron 
from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Ccnlral Govern/nent is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do, it may bv 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in cpnsultalion 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules w'ilh resviect to any class or category 
of persons, 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these i ules •■hall affect reservations 
and other concessions required lo be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories o1 
pcEsons in accordance with the orders issued by the Ccntnl 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 343. — The following draft of certain rules, which 
the Central Ooverninent proposes to make, in exercise of the 
(xiwers conferred by sub-secticm (1) of section 122 of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), and in superses- 
sion of the Major Port Trusts (Procedure at Board Meetings) 
Rules, 1964, the Mormugao Port Trust (Procedure at Board 
Meetings) Rules, 1964, the Paradip Port Trust (Procedure at 
Board Meetings) Rules, 1967, the Board of Trustees of the 
Port of Calcutta (Procedure .rt Board Meetings) Rules, 1975, 
the Board of Trustees of (he Port of Bombay (Procedure at 
Board Meetings) Rules, 1975, the Board of Trustees of the 
Port of Madras (Procedure at Board Meeting) Rules, 1975, 
the Tuticorin Port Trust (Procedure at Board Meeting) Rules, 
197.9, and the New Mangalore Port Tinst (Procedure at Board 
Meetings) Rules, 1980, is hereby published as required by sub- 
section (2) of section 122 of the said Act, for the information 
of all riersons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the 
date of publication of this notification. 

Any objections or suggestions, which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said darft within a period of 
fortyfive days as specified above, will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, commencement and application ; — (1) These 
rules may be called the Major Port Trusts (Procedure at Board 
Meetings) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

(31 They shall, subject to the provisions of section 16 of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), apply to the busi- 
ness transacted at the meetings of the Boards of Trustees of 
the Ports of Calcutta, Bombay. Madras Cochin, Visakhpat- 
nam, Kandla, Mormugao, Paradip, Tuticorin and New Man- 
galore'. 

2. Frequency of meetings A meeting of the Board other 
than a special meeting referred to in rule 3, shall be held at 
least once in every month. 

(2 1 The Board shall, from time to time, determine the date 
and time of its meetings. 

Provided that where the Board is unable to do so for any 
reason, the Chairman, may do so, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing. 
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(3) A meeting of the Board shall be held at port premises 
of the respective ports, except where the Board in advance 
decidc.s to hold any meeting at any other place for reasons 
to be recorded in writing. 

3. Calling at special meeting : — ^The Chairman or, in his 
absence the Deputy Chairinan, if appointed, may, whenever 
he thinks, fit, and shall, upon the written request of not less 
than three Trustees, call a special meeting of the Board, 

4. Circulation of agenda, etc. — Agenda and notes or memo- 
randa thereon, if any, for any meeting of the Board shall be 
circulated to the TrustccLS at least three day.s before the date 
of the meeting. 

Provided that in the case of i special meeting, such agenda 
and notes or memoranda shall be circulated at least one day 
before the date of the meeting, 

5. Discussion of items not included in the agenda ; — The 
Chairman or, in his absence, the Deputy Chairman, if appoint- 
ed may at his discretion, include for discussion at any of the 
mcetlng.s of the Board, including a special meeting, any item 
not included in the agenda, if the same is, in his opinion, of 
sullicicnt importance or urgency or both and cannot be held 
over for the consideration of the Board at any subsequent 
meetings. 

6. Poll : — If a poll is demanded on any ciucstion, the names 
of the Trustees votmg and the nature of their votes shall be 
recorded by the President of the meeting, 

Explanation ; — For the purpose of this rule and uiles 7 and 
8, the expression "President” shall mean the Chairman or, in 
his absence, the Deputy Chairman, if appointed, and in the 
absence of both, any taerson chosen by the Trustees present 
from among themselves to preside at the meeting of the Board. 

7. Minutes of the meeting; — (1) Minutes of the procecdiiijjs 
at each meeting of the Board shall be recorded in a hook to 
be provided by the Board for this purpose, which shall be 
signed Us soon as practicable by the President of such moi'l- 
ing and shall be open to inspection by any Tru.stec during 
office hours, 

(2) Minutes of the proceedings excepting such portion there- 
of the Chairman or, in his absence the Deputy Chairman, if 
appointed, may direct in any particular case, shall also be 
open to the inspection of the public at the Office of the Board 
during office hours, 

(3) The names of the Trustees present at each meeting 
shall be recorded in the minutes book. 

(4) A Trustee present at any meeting of the Board shall 
sign his name in a book or register to be provided by the 
Board for the purpose. 

8. Adjournment of meeting The President of a meeting 
may adjourn it to a later date, which date shall either be 
announced at the meeting in which case intimation shall be 
sent to the Trustees absent at the meeting at least three days 
in advance, or communicated to the Trustees at least three 
days before the date of the meeting.
